Louisville, Ky., Dec 80--''reat im- 
provements and saving alrea'iy have 
boon rfToctcfl through eiTorts of the 
bi-partisan board which control state 
charitable aiui correctional institu- 
tions, Edward W. Hincs, chairman of 
the State Board of Charities and 
Correction.s ,told editors of Kentucky 
in an address liere today before thr 
mid-winter inootinj? of the Kentucky 
Press Association. The .subject of hi.- 
address was "Our .State In.stitution.s." 

Many difficulties have been encouii- 
teretl by the board, Mr. llines said, 
but it is meeting them and earnestly 
tryinf<r to place the institutions on :< 
hifcb plane. 

Prisoners in the state penitnetiar- 
ies at Eddj'villc and Frankfort, after 
January 1, will be paid five to lif- 
teen cents a day fnnn their eamin^^^ 
under the law j)jiss(hJ by the last lev- 
isluture, he announced. All pri.soneis 
also are beinic examined as soon a:; 
thoy are e!i}til)lo for parole, reirard- 
less of whether or not they make ap- 
plication and the board undcrtake.s to 
see that they arc «ivpn a ".-(]Uarr 
tleal" when they are pai"ole<l. Cor- 
poral punishment has been abolished 
at the Frankfort penitentiary ai^i 
now is gone from all state penal in- 
.stitutlons. 

Inmates of the Kentucky Tn.-titute 
for the Fceble-Minded at Frankfort 
are being classified through mental 
tests and in this way it is hoped i" 
improYC their condition, acconling to 
Mr. Hines.

KENTUCKY IS GOOD 
PRODUCER OF OIL 



High Market Stimulates Opera- 
tMnSy Wfiich Are Extending 
in Several Localities 

Barbourvilie, Ky., Dec. 30— Ken- 
ucky crude oil production for the 

year now ciidnig will af^grc;?atc 8,- 
750,000 barrels, according to esti- 
mates. The year's output will fall 
below" the figures of the preceding 
year by about half a million barrels. 
' New production developed in Lee 
county, the principal jjroducnj;: centei- 
of the state, failed to offset the na- 
tural decline in yield of old wrells, this 
district showing the principal loss in 
output. Wsetem Kentucky counties 
for the first time figured to an im- 
portant extent in oil production, but 
lack of marketing facilities prevented 
the fields of Warren, Simpson, Allen 
and Barren from making as uood a 
showing in production as develop- 
ments justified. 

In the extreme ea.-lei n fields of t7ie 
state the counties of LawTence, Jolm- 
son and Magofiin helped in ofT.sclting 
the decline in output of the older di.s- 
tricts of Upper Kentucky. In thc:ic 
counties .some importaiiL i)ools were 
devclopetl during the year, production 
showing a decided gain.
